ie Varsity Team In 
Mixed Decision

Scotland has been avenged. In a 
very close debate In Toronto last 
night the Scotch team which only 
a few days earlier defeated McGill 
and Queen's overcame the Canadian 
champions and captured the Brad 
lngs Trophy. 

Though the Scotsmen went down 
to defeat In the House by à vote of 
60-31,. the judges, The Honourable 
E .R.\ Mitchencr, Charles Millard, 
and Industrialist Sydney Hermant, 
awarded them . their decision arid 
the cup, primarily, It was an 
nounccd, on the basis of their final 
rebuttal. • 

The victors used much the same 
arguments they had previously em- 
ployed against McGill and Queen's. 
In upholding the federation of the 
Commonwealth they pointed out 
that the new power which would 
emerge would provide a balancing 
force In' the 
filet. Moreo- 
tion would give a. maximum of 
benefit to countries who have 
much to offer each other but' are 
not yet prepared for complete 
unity. It would merely be the next 
obvious step along the road men 
have travelled since they first 
bonded together to oppose the 
forces of nature, and thé predatory 
alms of their fellow 

Varsity's. John Barton and' Neville 
Taylor countered with the imprac- 
ticality of the scheme.' They In- 
dicated the great gulf that exists 
between the foreign relations of 
CaAada, a country closely allied to 
the U.S., and India which Is stren- 
uously trying to pursue') a . middle 
Way; The lack of any geographic 
unity and the differences of re- 
ligion, they claimed, would make 
the proposed federation Impossible; 

There are economic reasons, too, 
they said, which would defeat the 
proposal; Free trade, a necessary 
concommltant of federation, might 
be a blcssnlg to the U.K. but would 
be bad for this country. Moreover 
In the free movement of people 
which would Inevitably follow Can- 
ada would be swamped by millions 
of emigrating Indians. Also the

lack of a common currency would 
prove an lnsurpasslblé deterrent. 

The third world power, which the 
affirmative found' so necessary, wis 
attacked on the grounds that such 
a force already existed in the 
pacifist countries of southern Asia 

These arguments were refuted In 
the final affirmative rebuttal, 
speeches which, according to the 
judges, gave the Scotchmen the 
debate. They dropped India 
entirely from the scheme holding 
that the federation would not have 
to Include that,country. A' no time 
in the discussion, they held, did 
they mention either, free trade or 
that the federation would have to 
be economically self-sufficient 
They also countered negative 
arguments thi 
split western un 
gestion tha should he federaion 
feel strong sympathy with the U.S. 
It could easily ally itself with that 
country, 

With their victory over Toronto 
the Scotsmen won the trophy 
emblematic of Canadian-Scottish 
debating supremacy, and wiped out 
a defeat handed them by a 
Canadian team from McGill touring 
Scotland three years ago.

Dear Sir, 

Lately in your columns, I have séen a 
I controversy on the subject of Canadian litera- 
ture. I have not contributed to this contro- 
versy. The reason is very simple.' I have read 
• *rv little Canadian literature and have nei- 
r studied nor thought much about it? prob- 
s. I it might have been a gond idea if some 
he students who contributed to the current 
controversy on religion had followed the same 
. course. Some people seem to have the idea 
that, while a" knowledge of a given nation's 
literature is an essènlial prerequisite to writing 
. about it. anyone ie qualified to criticize a 
j given religion, even those who patently know 
1 very little about it. 

•', This has been particularly brought to mv 
mind by the latest letter on this question; that 
of Mr. Cameron. It would be possible to take 
issue with many of the minor points raised in 
this letter. Mr. Cameron says, for instance, 
, that Roman Catholicism 'ib not so strong where 
"things happen." The truth or falsehood of 
I th 's statement depends, of course, oh what one 
èâns by "strong"— possessing numerical 
length or possessing vital leadèrship. The 
^hurch in France, for instance, has precisely 
the "intelligent leadership" to offer which Mr. 
Cameron feels is so much needed. It might 
have been a good idea to read some of the 
writings of French Catholics before making 
( ft statement like the above publicly. 
; But I should like to lake i«$iin with what 
consider one of the fundamental fallacies 
lhat underlie the argument of this group of 
Mint one might call "liberal agnostics." It, 
fconcerns the sloppy use of the word "dogma." 
The Christian, true, has dogma in which he 



— w .„„ deny 

him). But is Mr. Cameron, himself so free 
from this pernicious habit? He intimites that 
hé believes' that crime is bad because it is un- 
social behaviour. Can he explain to us what is 
wrong with unsocial hehaviour? Is not a belief 
in the good of "social hehaviour'' as much a 
dnirma as a heli P f i n the sunrrnaturàl nower 
of Love (n Christian belief)? Can Mr. Came- 
ron explain to us how his norms are any less 
dogmatic, than those of the Church? If he can, 
and canr convince us Ihnt hi* are superior, his, 
case is won. (This would, of course, présup- 
pose a knowledge of Christian dogma, which 
he manifestly lacks at present). Dogmas,- 
Christian or otherwise, are simply beliefs in 
.an objective fact. They do not' inhibit think- 
ing, rather one cannot think without them. 

This controversy has called forth letters 
from Christians and their opponents. It seems 
to hie that thè Christians have shown à 
greater uhdertsanding of the liberal" agnostic 
position than, their opponents /have of Chris- 
tianity. It is perhaps for this reason that the 
latter have assumed this attitude of intellec- 
tual superiority, as though their beliefs were 
sanctified by reason, and as though one has 
to be of something less than average intel'i- 
penee to be a Christian. This mistake the 
Christian apologists do not share. The 
attackers of religion might take a leaf from 
their hook and attain some of that humility 
and objectivity < eminently "liberal" virtues') 
essential to a fruitful discussion of anv mie--- 
tion.
